It was 
amended by the Assembly before its 
passage, however, against the earnest 
protests of the friends of the original 
bill. The original bill compelled all 
street cars and dummies to be equipped 
with brakes and fenders. 

Dibble succeeded in getting the bill 
SO amended that the companies are 
not liable, unless the governing body 
of the municipality or county in which 
the use of some peculiar kind of 
fender. 

The friends of the original bill fought 
this on the ground that the govern- 
ing bodies aiready had the right to 
compel the companies to equip with 
fenders; but-in-San—Franeiseo—it was_ 
charged on the floor of the Assembly, 
the Board of Supervisors was so com- 
pletely under the control of the cor- 
porations that it refused to designate 
a fender, and would continue to refuse 
to do so if the amended bill were 
passed. They argued that the matter 
should be regulated by State law, but 
Dibble managed to get his amendment 
passed.

GEN. BUTLER’S REPLY TO MRS. 
CALHOUN’S INQUIRY. 


His Opinion on the Status of Ameri- 
cans Seeking Trade Openings 
in Cuba. 


UPHOLDS THE ADMINISTRATION 


REFERS TO FORAKERAMENDMENT 
TO SUNDRY CIVIL BILL, 


Late News in and About Havana. 
Troops Embarking for Home- 
svard Voyage—Manitoba Ar- 
rives from Porto Rico. 


{[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT,} 

NEW YORK, March 10.—Maj.-Gen. 
M. C. Butler, one of three Cuban 
evacuation commissioners, has written 
a letter to John C. Calhoun of this 
city, in reply to an inquiry from Mrs. 
Calhoun as to what would be the 
Status of Americans seeking trade 
concessions in Cuba. Gen. Butler's 
lette:, which is dated at Washington, 
March 8, is as follows: 

“All I know about concessions is 
that among the last instructions sent 
to thé evacuation commissioners in 
Cuba were directions to have every 
concession granted by the Spanish au- 
thorities after the beginning of the 
protocol on the 12th of -August, can- 
celled or suspended. We immediately 
addressed a communication to the 
Spanish commission and Gen. Castella- 
Blanco as 

them of 
the President’s'§ instructions. Gen. 
Castellanos promptly issued a decree 


and thus ended a number of so-called 
concessions. If others have come into 
existence since the evacuation com- 
mission left Havana, on the 7th of 
January last, I have no knowledge 
of them. I am inclined to think, how- 
ever, that they exist largely, if not 
entirely, in the excitable imagination 
of some persons who occasionally al- 
low themselves to be lashed into a 


want of something better to do. 

“I do not know that the President 
and the Secretary of War have set 
their faces steadfastly against the 
granting of any concessions by- any- 
body or to anybody until they can be 
thoroughly examined and _ scrutinized 
by impartial tribunals. I have no idea 
that any concessions in Cuba will be 
sanctioned by the administration, un-— 
less it can be made to appear that 
it would be in the interest of the peo- 
ple of Sy island and for the pro- 
motion of their business and prosperity. 
Something will have to be done to en- 
courage the introduction of capital and 
business enterprise, if the marvelous 
richness of the island is to be devel- 
oped. No fears need be ascertained 
that capital, always timid, is going to 

dumped into Cuba recklessly or in- 
discriminately. Before-it goes, it must 
have the assurance.of protection and 
stability, and I think we are bound 
to, do everything possible to give that 

Ssurance. Resolutions by Congress 
won’t do it, and the best thing, that 
could befall the Cuban people would 


off and leave the President to adopt’ 
such measures as will best promote 
their interests. If we may judge by 
the past, he can safely be trusted in 
their behalf. 

“You ask me about the Foraker 
amendment to the Sundry Civil Bill 
recently. adopted by Congress. With. 
such information as I have, I do not 
think such a provision of law was 
necessary, and I am unable to fore- 
see its effect further than it may 
increase the distrust already existing 
in the minds of capitalists as to the 
advisability and prudence of making 
investments in the island. In one 
breath we are told that. the United 
States forces ought to be withdrawn 
and leave Cubans to work out their 
own destiny, and in the next we have 
a proposition from Congress showing 
a want of confidence in their ability to 
take care of themselves. 

“Every concession granted. if any 
should be. must necessarily be subject 
to the affirmance or revocation by any 
further government permanently es- 
tablished there, but whatever can be 
done by the President, Secretary of 
War. or anybody else to encourage the 
development of the resources of Cuba, 
and aid the people in getting on their 
feet again, ought to be done, and done 
promptly. I have.no right to speak 
for the President and the Secretary

. SATISFACTORY ONE. 


Agreement Violated by the Winner 
and the Conclusion Spoiled 
by Billy Lavigne.

GEORGE MIGHT HAVE WON OUT. 


HE WAS, HOWEVER, GOING IN THE 
FOURTEENTH ROUND. 


Both Troxlers Punished for Foul on 
the New Orleans Track—Anglo- 
American Chess Wen Open 
Their Match. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
"SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—Thé 
contest between ‘‘Mysterious. Billy” 
@mith and George Lavigne tonight was 
pot an entirely satisfactory fight. It 
began with repeated fouling on the 
part of Smith, who, in the first rcund, 
again and again violated the agreemeni 
not to strike in the clinches. After re- 
peated warnings, Referee Jim McDon- 
ald told Smith that upon his next of- 
fense he would award the fight to La- 
vigne and Billy was very c areful there- 
after. 


As for the conclusion of the fight, it 


might be termed a strangled culmina-. 


tion. Smith apparently had Lavigne 
going in the fourteenth round. George 
was certainly groggy and his head 
wobbled ‘uncertainly from the two stiff 
jolts, right and left on the jaw. 

At the critical moment, when it was 
uncertain whether Smith could finish 
his man in the few seconds left of the 


round, and avhen there was_a bare pas-}. 


sibility that Lavigne might stay the 
round out and then exercising his- re- 
markable power of recuperation, might 
come up fresh after the minute’s rest, 
his brother, Billy Lavigne, jumped into 
the ring, placed.a_ protecting arm 
around George’s shoulder and _ thus 
ended the battle. 

The referee had no alternative but to 
award the fight ta Smith, and Billy La- 
vigne’s display of sentimentality and 
family pride served no good end, ex- 
cept, perhaps, to prevent a humiliating 
and decisive knockout. 

Up to the fourteenth round Lavigne 
had a slight lead on points.» He forced 
the pace from the first round, trying 
repeatedly avith his left for Smith's 
faee, but almost as often found 
route blocked by Smith’s right glove. 
In the fourth round Lavigne. changed 
his tactics, and sought to pound Smith’s 
body with right-hand blows, and while 
landing many of them, usually received 
as good as he sent from Smith's right 
on the kidneys, which was quickly 
raised to Lavigne’s head. 

Smith showed remarkable ability as 
a right-hand fighter. He failed to land 
many effective blows with his left, but 
his right was always busy, and usually 
effective.

The fourteenth round 
came as a fitting climax to a hard and 
vicious fight. Lavigne started out to 
rush Smith in’ the fourteenth, using 
every trick he knew to get inside the 
taller man’s guard. 

After several mixes, in which Smith 
_ had the advantage at close fighting, 
Smith came at Lavigne viciously, and 
sent right and left to jaw. vigne 
staggered and attempted to clinch. He 
finally got out of Smith’s reach, but 
was groggy. Smith, however, failed to 
follow him quickly enough, and at this 
point, Billy Lavigne climbed through 
the ropes, as above stated. 

First round—Smith towered over his 
opponent and was first to lead, putting 
out a left for ihe neck and hammering 
the Kid’s ribs with his right in the 
clinch, for which he was hissed by the 
crowd and cautioned by the 
Lavigne got in a good left on the jaw, 
Smith using his right again in the 
clinch, being cautioned again. They 
kept at it, hammer and tongs, hitting 
while locked, the referee cautioning 
Smith time and again.

Another 
soldier happened into the club some 
time afterwards and saw the dismem- 
bered trunk of the dead man still in 
the chair, with the head lying where 
it had rolled. Several Porto Ricans 
were. standing around discussing the 
matter. No one, would admit having 
seen the murder committed. Suspicion 
finally fixed on one man, but when a 
provost guard went out to arrest him 
he had fied, and although the entire 
country around Cuaguay was. thor- 
oughly searched for the murderer, he 
has not yet been found. 

“Only four nights before the ailling 
of Burke the bad blood between the 


a brutal assault on Private Fitzpat- 
rick. The native police arrested Fitz- 
patrick without a warrant, and when 
he resisted beat him insensible. 

“The soldiers of the four companies 
of the One Hundred and Forty-seventh 
stationed at Cuaguay waited until 
night and then started out to ‘police 
the town,’ as they called it. Three 
cafes were ‘policed’ in the most 
thorough manner, tables being over- 
turned and mirrors broken, when the 
officers of the regiment arrived and 
quelled the riot, persuading the men 
to return to the barracks. The next 
chapter in the Cuaguay affair was the 
killing of Burke. The withdrawal of 
the regiment to Brooklyn for muster- 
ing out prevented more serious en- 
counters between the volunteers and 
the natives. 

“The troubles at Cuagu have been 
duplicated at about every place on 
the island. At. Guayama, a soldier 
was stabbed in the back by a native 
the same night Private Burke was 
killed. The conditions at Pofice since 
the clash between the soldiers and 
the native police, in which several 
Porto Ricans were killed, have been 
bordering on open battle between the 
troops and the natives. Things are 
strained to the snapping point.’’ Gen.

WANT BOLOGNA,

Caught in a Colerade Mine Shaft. 
Must Stay Four Handred Feet 
Underground Until Another 
Shaft is Sunk—Hazardous Trial 
of Blowing Open a Water Pipe 
Establishes Communication. 


: [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) | 

DENVER, March 10. —[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Beer, bologna, electric lights, 
tobacco and dry clothing was all that 
two imprisoned miners asked for when 
four hundred feet under ground they 
were asked to say what was most ur- 
gently needed. Yet they are sleeping 
quietly tonight with’ the chance that 
another slide in the Bon Air mine may 
shut off their chances of ever seeing 


the light of day. 


They were caught in the collapse of 
a shaft on the 400-foot level and they 
will remain until their cémpanions can 
sink another shaft through the hardest 
kind of granite. This undertaking is 
terrible, but it is expected that —the 
prisoners may be reached in two weeks. 
Meantime, the only means of commu- 
nication with the outer world is by a 
ten-inch pipe that formed part of the 
pump line. Fifteefi-minute shifts 
employed on the shaft, and one week's 
provisicns have been sent down to pro- 
vide against contingencies. 

The most dramatic feature occurred 
early this morning when it was decided 
to blow the water pipe open with dyna- 
mite. It avas the last chance left to 
communicate with the men and get 
them something to eax. It was a-des- 
perat= one, and resorted to only when 
all hope of reaching the men inside 
the mine had been given ap. The res- 
cuers knew that if the men were near 
the pipe when the dynamite went off, 


they would be blewn to pieces. Con- 
sequently there was breathless. sus- 
pense when the terrific explosion, set

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Availing 
himself of the privilege accorded by 
the House of Representatives previous 
to adjournment, Chairman Cannon, of 
the Committee on Appropriations, has 
prepared for the Congressional record 
@ more extended statement of the ap- 
propriations made by the Fifty-fifth 
Congress» than he made the day after 
adjournment. 

He places the total appropriations 
for the entire Congress at $1,166,890,016, 


and the appropriations authorized for 


future Congresses under the continu- 
ing contract system for battleships, 
river. and harbor improvéments and 
public buildings, at $70,000,000. The 
total appropriations made at the last 
* gession Mr. Cannon places at $673,678,- 
400, showing an apparent reduction of 
$219,573,214 below the appropriations of 
the preceding session. 
Mr. Cannon attributes this reduction 
to the extraordinary war expenses of 
the preceding session. Of the total 


~~~appropriations for the Congress he says | 


that the sum of $482,562,083 is directly 
chargeable to the war with Spain. He 
thus shows that the ordinary expendi- 
tures for the two years covered by 
the Congress were $1,044,580,273, and this 
sum exceeds the total appropriation of 
the Fifty-fourth Congress by $39,746,- 
658. This excess is accounted for as 
follows: 

For payment of pensions, $3,875,200; 
for the postal service to meet increased 
demands of commerce, $16,619,581; for 
river and harbor improvements, $3,401,- 
128; for constructing new ships, $6,- 
080.838; for beginning the work of the 
twelfth census, $1,000,000; for the Paris 
exposition, $1,210,000; for new public 

- buildings, $5,000,000: for the payment 
of judgments against the government, 
under the Bowman act, and for the 
French ‘spoliation claims, $3,100,768. To- 
tal, $40,287,516. 

Mr. Cannon congratulates Congress 
and the country on this showing, and 
also upon the fact that notwithstand- 
ing the war, close attention was given 
to the ordinary expenditures of the 
government, which is, he thinks, un- 
usual. He cites the defeat of the pro- 


vision for the construction of the Nic- 


aragua Canal, which the Senate at- 
-tempted to get through in connection 
with the Sundry Civil Service Appro- 
priation Bill as-an instance of the suc- 
cess of this watchfulness on the part 
of the House.

Fortunately, 
the House of Representatives resisted 
the enactment of the proposed legis- 
Jation, and the contest between the 
Senate and House resulted finally in 
7 the only practical provision possible, 
viz.: The appropriation of $1,000,000 to 
enable the President to make full and 
complete investigation of the isthmus 
with a view to the future construction 
of a canal across the same, particu- 
larly the Panama and Nicaragua 
routes, and to report to Congress the 
result, with his recommendations in — 
Premises.” 


“LEGISLATION 


Referring in a general way to the 
legislation of the Congressmen, Can- 
non says: 

“During the whole of the four years 
covered by Mr. Cleveland’s second 
administration, the material and in- 
dustrial condition of the country was 
calamitous and its contemplation does 
not bring satisfaction to any Ameri- 
can citizen.

Administration Contemplates Some. 
Army Officers Too Strict. 
[ASSOCIATED_PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WA'SHINGTON, March 10.—The ad- 
ministration is contemplating a change 
in some features of the government of 
Cuba. It is probable that the military 
government will, to a certain extent, 
be replaced by civil government. The 
head of the government must, of course, 
remain military, but the change in con- 
templation is to have civil officers in 
places of military men in the Cabinet 
and subordinate positions. It is be- 
lieved that experts in different lines, 
such as finance and revenue and the 
management of much of the general 
business of the island and of the differ- 
ent municipalities will get along more 
smoothly than the army officers. 

It is said that the officers, being 
prought up under strict military Gdisci- 
pline, hold not the statutes, but the 
army rules and regulations, as_ the 
guide in all things, while the civilian 
officers would hold the statutes as the 
supreme guide and endeavor 
along under them in the best manner 
possible, and with more diplomacy than 
is possessed by the army men. 

Tt is not known whether the contem- 
plated changes have reached a point 
further than discussion in the War De- 
partment and with the President, but 
its advantages have been pointed out 
and the authority of the government to 
establish such a civil government un- 
der the control of the military govern- 
ment has been: determined.

The stores are classed, first, Manila: 
second, Japanese; third, Chinese; 
fourth, Chamarro (native,) and fifth, 
American. 

Flour is difficult to obtain. Butter 
and lard are not good, owing to the 
warm climate. 

Chickens and eggs are plentiful. The 
beef is poor and no sheep are raised 
inland. There are plenty of pigs. Yams, 
sweet potatoes and corn are abundant. 

Bananas, cocoanuts and bread fruit 
are the chief sources of food of the na- 
tives. There is little fishing, fairly good 
clams, and a very small oyster of sweet 
taste. There are plenty of deer, goats, 
wild c«urkeys, ducks and other game.

From Newcastle, N. S. W., under 
date of January 14, United’ States Con- 
sul Goding reports:

A Boston report says: “The Pecos 
Valley and Northeastern Railway, re- 
cently between Amarillo, Tex., 
and Roswell, M., a distance of 200 
miles, is a line Built by J. J. Hagerman, 
and will be‘operated under a traffic al- 
liance with the Atchison road. The Pe- 
cos Valley road originally extended 
from Roswell to Pecos, connecting 
with the Texas and Pacific road. Its 
business was all carried on by the lat- 
ter line, but its promoters found that 
the alliance was unprofitable to them. 

“The construction of a direct line 


through Kansas~City was undertaken 


by Mr. Hagerman. Of the $2,000,000 re- 
quired for the construction of the 200 
the Atchison people 
loaned Mr. Hagerman and his associ- 
ates $750,000. It was completed a short 

time ago, and is now under operation, 
and is already proving a very profitable 
feeder for the Atchison system. 

“Tt extends directly northeast to a 
connection with the Panhandle branch 
of the Atchison system, which makes a 
direct route to Kansas City from south- 
eastern New Mexico and the Panhandle 


district in Texas, fully 400 miles 


shorter than any other route now estab- 
lished. The $750,000 loaned by the Atch- 
ison Company was “paid back two 
months ago and the property is now 
doing a most excellent business. It is 


capitalized from its entire distance _ 


from Pecos to Amarillo—364 miles—for 
$9,486,000, which amount is divided 
equally ‘into 5-per-cent. bonds, pre- 
ferred and common stock. This gives it 
a bonded indebtedness of only about 
8500 r mile. 

, “The Atchison people figure that they 
will get from this line no less than 18,- 
000 carloads of live stock per annum. 
It is intended, also, to colonize very 
much of the fertile territory through 
which the property passes, and ulti- 


|mately the line may be extended di- 


rectly from Roswell through El Paso, 
Tex., where it will make a direct con- 
nection with the Mexican Central road, 
thereby securing an enormous amount 
of Mexican traffic.”

UNIVERSITY NOTES. 


Meeting of the Gov ernment Ale 
linance—Forestry Lectare. 

The University Good Government Al- 
liance met in the college chapel last 
evening to discuss the demand of sa- 
locn-keepers for the repeal of the Sun- 
day and midnight closing ordinance. 
Several speeches were made and a pro- 
test to the Cjty Council against the 
repeal 
for signatures 

The lectures of the School of Fores- 
try began yesterday morning at 10 
J. B. Lippincott of Los An- 
resident cbserver on the staff of 
the United States Geological Survey, 
occupied the remainder of the morn- 
ing with an address on the “Hydro- 
graphic Work eof the Survey.” 

“It has been computed,” 
Lippincott, “that there are 1,300,000 
square miles of arid territory in the 
United States, 150,000 miles of which 
could be easily reclaimed during 
coming decade if proper measures were 
taken. This would add about &2,380,- 
wealth of the country... 

“Eastern experience applied to local 
conditions has already, cost this sec- 
tion thousands of dollars... The -prin- 
cipal lesson to learn “from Sothern 
Californian records, where flood stages 
of streams follow winter rains and 
not melting snows, is that any great 
extensicn of irrigation must mean the 
storage of winter floods. The mini- 
mum flow of the San Gabriel River 
during midsummer is about 450 miner’s 
inches, while during winter floods the 
flow sometimes reaches as much 
460,000 inches. Riparian Yights 
inimical to the extension 
irrigation. This question should 
settled by the Federal Government, but 
“communities vitally interested should 
make the first move.” 

In the. afternoon T. P. Lukens of 
Pasadena addressed the school on the 
Restoration of the Forest Covering.” 
The speaker recommended the ex- 
tensive planting of the tuberculata

PRESS DAY REPORT. 

ST. SCHOLASTIQUE (Quuebec,) 
March 109.—Mrs. Cordelia Poirier and 
Samuel Parsliow were hanged here to- 
day at 8:0% o'clock. Life was declared 
extinet in ‘eight minutes. the necks 
of both having . been broken. 


Poirier, who said farewell to her rela- 
tives last night, was firm and col- 
lected throughout. She took part in 


the mass held at 5 o'clock this morning, 
and on the scaffold shook hands with 
the hangman without a tremor. 

The crowd inside the jail jeered at 
her. but even then her compostre did 
not desert her, and at the suggestion 
of the executioner she turned and 
faced the jeerers ang stood erect and 
prayed to the last. Parslow was more 
dead than alive when the drep fell, 
The condemned were takemto the scaf- 
fold separately and were prevented 
from seeing each other by a screen 
placed between them® Six hundred 
men who had remained -up all night 
witnessed the execution. 

Outside the jail there were 7000 more, 
“ho tried to batter down the gate 
of the jail and could only be made 
to desist by the prewincial police firing

DANGEROUS MEASURES. 

The present Legislature of Califor- 
nia has breucht forward a large num- 
ber of bills which, in their inception 
and intent, are seriously prejudicial 
to the public good. It is doubtful, in- 
deed, if any previous Legislature of 
this State has been so prolific of evil 
legislation as the one now in session 
at Sacramento. Some of the bad meas- 
ures introduced have killed, 
as they deserved. Others, we regret 
_to say. have beer enacted into law, 
and will have to pass under judicial 
review in order that their validity 
may be determined. ‘Fortunately for 
the people, the end of the legislative 
Bession is not far off. If we lose 
United States Senator, through failure 
to elect a successor to Hon. Stephen 
M. White. we can at. least console 
ourselves with the reflection that when 
not in session the Legislature is prac- 
tically powerless for evil. 

There are now pending in the Leg- 
islature of this State four bills per- 
taining to railroad matters, and 
these measures contain, without ques- 
tion, the most pernicious legislation 
ever attempted oft behalf of the rail- 
road company. These measures are 
of similar import though nominally of 
different authorship. They provide, 
in effect that any railroad corpora- 
tion, whether created under the laws 
of this State or those of any other 
State, or under the laws of the United 
States, now operating. or which may 
operate, partially or wholly, 48 4 “car- 
rier in the State of California, shall 
have the right to purchase or lease 
any other railroad, any part or por- 
tion thereof, or any of the property 
thereof, including the franchises | 
owned by any other railroad company 
incorporated under the laws of the 
State of California. 

Without going into all the detailed 
provisions of these vicious measures, 
it may be stated, in brief, that the 
evident purpose is to evade some of 
the plain provisions of existing law, 
and to secure from the people of Cal- 
ffornia a relinguishment, in whole 
or in part, of State authority over 
the lines sold or leased to a foreign 
corporation. It is apparently a cun- 
ningly-devised 
indirection that which eannot be se- 
cured directly under existing statutes. 

Under the laws of California, no 
corporation of the State is permitted 
to issue stock or bonds excepting for 
money paid, labor performed, or prop- 
erty actually received. ~ All fictitious 
increases of stock or indebtedness are 
declared to be null and void. The law 
also provides that the corporate in- 


debtedness; upon notes and bonds f 


shall not exceed the capital stock. 
This is a wise limitation, intended to 
prevent corporations from incurring 
unlimited indebtedness; but every 
_$tates does not impose such Hmita- 
tions, and if the laws were amended 
a@s proposed, corporations organized 
under the laws of other States could 
acquire control of railroad properties 
in this State, and could thus evade the 
provisions of our statutory _restric- 
tions. 

To illustrate: The Central Pacific 
road has in view at the present time 
a “readjustment” plan which provides 
for the issuance of bonds to ‘the 
amourtt of $1252000.900, and of $20,000,- 
000 in cumulative 4 per cent. pre- 
ferred stock. This stock is to be ex- 
changed with the Southern Pacific for 
$20,000,000 of the latter’s 4 per cent. 
gold bonds, running fifty years. ‘This 
/last stock, in other words, is in effect 
an issuance by the Central Pacific of 
additional bonds to the amount of 
$20,000,000, making a total issuance 
of bonds on its part of $145,000,000. 
This, together with the rates of in- 
terest for a term of from thirty to 
fifty years, will make a debt, includ- 
ing principal and interest, aggregat- 
ing over $392,000,000. -The capital 
stock of the Central Pacific is limited 
to $100,000,000, and under existing law 

dollar of indebtedness over the 
capital stock is void. There- 
fore, the proposed thirty-year 3% per 
cent. bonds, under the readjustment 
plan, and the $20,000,000 of preferred 
stock (which latter is only an issue of 
bonds in disguise,) would be absolutely 
yoid. To meet and evade the obstacles 
presented by the laws of California to 
this increase in bonded indebtedness, 
to the amount of $45,000,000 over cap- 
ital stock, is one of the purposes for 
Which the pending bills were intro- 
duced in the Legislature. The read- 
justment scheme proposed by Collis 
P. Huntington provides that if his 
plan for the issuance of $145,000,000 
in bonds cannot be accomplished un- 
der the charters of existing corpora-

One of the most pernicious of these 
measures was that introduced by 
Senator Simpson, known as’ Senate 
Bill No. 27. This was referred to the 
House Committee on Judiciary, when 
it reached that branch of the Legisla- 
ture, and received the indorsement of 
i majority of the committee. The 
minority, however, submitted a re- 
port embodying a substitute for the 
bill which, if adopted would safeguard 
the rights and authority of the State. 
In effect, the minority report permits 


State to an outside corporation, but 
expressly provides that suth sale 
shall in no wise affect the powers and 


poration whose capital stock, or any 
portion thereof, may be sold; nor 
over its properties, charter, or fran- 
chise; nor the power of the State to: 
alter, revise, amend, or repeal, the 


tion; nor the power of the State to fix 
or determine the rates of fare and 
freight over the lines of road trans- 
ferred to an outside corporation. A 
penalty of.$50,000 is provided for 
violation of the provisions of the law. 
The minority report of the commit- 
tee is plainly in the interest of the 
public, and ought to pass. As this re- 
port pointed out, the passage of Sinip- 
son’s bill in its original form will in 
effect “‘reniove all railroads coming 
under its operation from State con- 
trol.” This is not to be tolerated. 
State regulation is the one safeguard 
of the people against the rapacity of 
the railroad. It must not be aban- 
doned nor trafficked away. The peo- 
ple of the State will hold to a strict 
accountability all members of, the Leg- 
islature who shall so far forget their 
duties and their obligations as to-aid, 
abet, and favor this pernicious legis- 
lation, by which it is proposed to bar- 
ter away their birthright, under the 
plea of promoting competition in the 
railroad business—a plea which is 
obviously disingenuous and_ utterly |: 
deceptive. 


EXAGGERATED ALARM. 
Some people are inclined to display 


an absurdly exaggerated fear of smalle 
pox. Such people are more likely to 
catch the disease than others who do 
not pernfit. themselves to be worked 
up into a state of nervous excitement. 
The fact is, that there are several dis- 
eases which are really much more 
dangerous than smallpox. If this dis- 
ease were nearly as infectious as some 
people suppose, it is evident that a 
large part of the population would by 
this time have caught it, as most of 
the people who have been attacked 
came in contact with hundreds on the 
streets, in offices, on the cars and 
elsewhere, and those hundreds have 
since come in contact with thousands 
of others. ~ 

- There is another point in this con- 
nection which should not be over- 
looked. To hear some people talk, one 
would suppose that Los—Angeles is 
about the only important city in the | 
United States in which there are 
cases of smallpox. How entirely con- 
trary to the fact this idea is may be 
plainly seen from the weekly bulletin 
published by the United States Marine 
Hospital Corps. The latest edition of | 
this bulletin shows that there is some _ 
smallpox in every State in the Union, 
with two exceptions. From January | 
1 to March 1, there were 300 cases in| 
Georgia, 125 cases in Colorado, more | 
than 300 in Nebraska, 87 in Ohio, over 
100 in Virginia, and other States, 
especially New Mexico, Texas, Mis- 
souri and the Carolinas show a large

TROOPSHIPS NEEDED. 

When the plans now under way 
have been carried into effect, the 
United States will have a navy ccm- 
mensurate,.in some degree, with the 
requirements of the country. But 
there is one pressing need that ap- 
pears not to have been provided for. 
The government is hampered, at the 
present time, in its desire to send re- 
inforcements to the Philippines, by 
inadequaté transportation facilities. 
Troops t@ the number of about 7500 
are under orders to prepare to sail 
for Manila from San Francisco, but 
only one troopship—the Zealandia, 
with a carrying capacity of about 
six hundred men—is available. 

The government needs at least half 
a dozen vessels fitted out especially 
for the carrying of troops. These 
vessels should be provided with all 
needful appliances for the comfort, 
convenience and health of the men, 
and should be given a good rate of 
speed—not less than ten to twelve 
knots, and a higher rate if practi- 
eable. The government should own 
these vessels, and they should bs kept 
in readiness for service at short no- 
tice. Now that we have taken a po- 
sition in the world’s affairs such as 
belongs to us by right, the trans- 
portation of troops to and from dis- 
tant ports will be more or less a 
continuing necessity, and we should. 
spare no pains nor expense to reduce 
the discomforts of sea transportation 
to a minimum, not only out of consid- 
eration for the personal comfort of 
the men, but in order that they may 
be kept at the highest degree of phys- 
ical efficiency. 

During the war with Spain the gov- 
ernment was subjected to great in- 
convenience and loss by reason of 
the lack of transports, and was forced 
to lease or buy, at a high price, ves- 
sels not well suited to the purpose of 
transporting troops. The result was 
a great deal of unnecessary delay and 
expense, while in many cas2s_ the 
troops were cooped up in narrow 
quarters, to the serious injury of the-r 
health. For the reasons. given, and 
for others too numerous to mention 
in. detail, the construction of a_ few 
first-class troopships is desirable, 


-Reports from the East seem to in- 

dicate that the wild craze for the 

formation of enormous industrial 

trusts with exaggerated capital may 

possibly come to a natural end before | 
there is a disastrous crash. It is 

stated that the public is inclined to 

be much more cautious in taking hold 

of these enterprises than it was a 

short time ago. At the same time, 

banks are discouraging the inflation 

by charging extra for loans on these 

securities, while in some cases they 
will not accept them at all. The con- 

servative press of the country has 
done much in opening the eyes of the 

investing public to the dangers ahead 

in this direction.

A Much-needed Law. 

JUSTICE, Los Angeles: The an- 
nouncement that Assemblyman Valen- 
tine’s amendment to Mead’s bond act 
has become a law in California will 
be hailed with joy by thousands of 
wege-earners who have so long been 
beaten out of their hard-earned money 
by dishonest. contractors who have 
grown wealthy by this nefarious prac- 
tice. If this act applies only to con- 


tractors on public works, it does not. 


cover the whole field, as the practice 
of defrauding work people prevails 
in all branches of labor. The rule with 
this dishonest class of employers is 
to pay only a part of the wages each 
week till the amount due the work 
people becomes 86 great that they re- 
fuse to labor any longer, and other 
hands take their places to go through 
the same process of squeezing and 
freezing out. Their demands for back 
pay are ignored, and not being able 
to stand the heavy expense of a law 
suit, they give up, and lose all they 
have earned, but not received. This 
disgraceful practice has been very 
prevalent in Los Angeles, where there 
are at present hundreds of poor peo- 
ple who have thus been systematically 
plundered. Sometimes, to avoid pub- 
licity, a compromise is effected by the 
employer by giving a part of the 
wages due as a final settlement. This 
crying evil calls for a remedy. Does 
the new law afford any protection to 
employés other than those on public 
works? If not, why not? If the work- 
ing people cannot have justice done 
them in their demand for wages they 
have earned, it is time a law was 
passed for this purpose. If evidence 
were needed to show the necessity of 
such a law, @nough cases could be pro- 
duced __to_fill_a whole page of your 
“omggieed This is a subject which should 

e investigated and the evil remedied 
without further delay.

IVYVESTIGATION OF MISS 'LONG’S 
«EXAMINATION PAPERS. 


Library Attendants Present Their 


*Testimony to Unwilling Ears of 
the Board—The Accused Com- 
mended Instead of Criticised. 


Miss Anna Long of the Public Li- 
brary corps was before the library 
‘trustees yesterday afternoon, ‘and, 
though the board took the utmost pains 


to strew her pathway with roses, there: 


were not lacking elements of interest 
in the investigation. 

There has been considerable talk to 
the effect that Miss Long had previous 
knowledge of the questions which were 
asked at the recent examination, and 
she was charged with having taken un- 
due advantage of sgch information. 

The definite char took form Thurs- 
day, when they weré placed on file, hav- 
ing been signed by seven young ladies 
in the library, who acted on the public 
announcement by the board that any 
employé making any statement to 
them would be protected by the board. 
There was also filed a petition for an 
examination by twenty-seven of the 
twenty-eight young women in the li- 
brary corps. . 

Miss Long appeared with Attorney 
Vickrey as counsel, though it was soon 
manifest that all the members of the 
board except Mr. Burbank were anx- 
ious to clear her of the charge, openly 
declaring their sympathy for her and 
their disbelief in the charges. 

No one was present to summarize 
the evidence or examine the witnesses 
on behalf of the complainants. Mr. 
Burbank was in attendance for a time, 
but soon withdrew, stating that the 
thought -the young women witnesses 
should be given the protection which 
had been pledged them, instead of be- 
ing persecuted on the stand. = © 

Ix-Township Justice William Young 
was also present for a time, and pro- 
tested several times against the policy 
being pursued in the examination of 
the witnesses, declaring that he 
thought they should not be placed on 
trial. He finally withdrew, however, 


offering the 


is hardly proper for all the members of 
the board to appear as attorneys for 
the defendant.’’ 

.At one time Attorney Vickrey. made 
something of a scene, accusing Mrs. 
Wadleigh, the librarian, of coaching tne 
witnesses by iouching them. This she 
rather indignantly denied. Vickrey 
had been watching her closely, and 
later he stood near her when a witness 
was testifying, and again accused her 
of touching the foot of the witness 
when a question as asked. This time 
Mrs. Wadleigh rose and most indig- 
nantly and emphatically threw a denial 
Back. the witness &lso joining in the de- 
nial. 

The witnesses examined were the 
young women who had signed the 
charges. Their testimony was limited 
to questions which they stated had 
been asked them previous to the ex-, 
amination. These questions numbered 
about twenty, and all but one seemed 
to have a bearing on the questions 
propounded ai the examination, while 
it was testified to that no other ques- 
tions not asked at the examination 
were propounded by Miss Long to any 
of the young women. Some of this 
series of questions were of a general 
nature, such as the most popular 
works of fiction of the past year, 
while others were quite snvecific, one 
relating to the books on kindergarten 
most frequently used by teachers. 

As these witnesses were examined an 
effart was made by the board io force 
them to tell who of the corps were the 
leaders in the movement to bring about 
the investigation. Mr. Garland. took. 
the ground that the young women had 
been promised protection, and that they 
ought not to be pressed on this line, 
but two of the witnesses were urged to 
tell until tears came to their eyes. 

Miss Long was put on the stand in 
her own behalf, and testified that she 
had no knowledge in advance of the 
nature of the questions to be asked; 
that she had been ‘advised by Mr. 
Rogers of the board not to take the ex- 
amination, and that she had made her 
inquiries, in preparing for the exami- 
nation, of the women in charge of the 
different departments because she did 
not have time to make a careful study 
for herself of the .questions which it 
was presumed would be along the line 
of the examination, the young women 
having been given to understand thot 
the examination would be limited to 
work of the past year. , 

The four remaining members of the 
board then took affidavit that neither 
Miss Long nor any one else had ob- 
tained any information from them re- 
garding the nature of the questions 
previous to the examination. 

In discussing the question before 
voting the board agreed that the ques- 


tions which it was asserted Miss Long 


had asked of her associates were all 
of a nature which industrious and stu- 
dious members of the class would have 
investigated had thev undertaken 
prepare themselves for the examina- 
tion, and that they were of a genera) 
nature that left in the testimony no 
evidence that Miss Long had had ac- 
cess to the questions in advance. 

A resolution was introduced by Mr.

There are many scenes in the per- 
formance beside the bull fight, and all 
are accompanied bf appropriate music. 
There are intermissions between the 
different parts of the exhibition, dur- 
ing which those in the audience may 
promenade on either side of the large 
hall while the orchestra furnishes 
music. 

The electro-magnograph exhibition 
opens with a representation of a storm. 
at Santa Catalina Island which is pre- 
ceded by several musical selections. 
Following the storm scene there is a 
representation of a man and a woman 
feeding pigeons in the streets of 
Venice.

NOW PLANTING BEETS. 


Oxnard Company Waits No Longer 
for Rain, 

Manager J. A. Driffel of the Oxnard 
Sugar Company, at the Van Nuys yes- 
terday, said his company has already 
planted several hundred acres of sugar 
beets in Ventura county, and is now 
planting at the rate of two thousand 
acres a week. 

‘Ventura has had 6.30 inches of rain 
this season,’’ continued Maj. Driffel. 
“We got five inches in one storm. We 
have not yet begun planting in Los An- 
geles county. I don’t know just what 
we shall do. Two inches of rain would 
satisfy us. As it is, we shall likely 
plant the less dry portions of our land 
avyyway. We are not. branching out. 
any, but will cover just about the same 
ground as last year. A wet season is 
perhaps just a bit better for sugar 
beets than a dry one or an average one, 
but these things regulate themselves to 


a great extent. That is, in a wet sea-_— 


son the beets are larger and in a dry 
season the beets, though smaller, have 
more sugar.”’ 

Maj. Driffel denied the rumor that his 
company intends building a railroad to 
Hueneme, and that it intends to have 
anything to do with Hawaii’s sugasy 
business. He also said they would not 
lay portable tracks through the fields 
for gathering beets.

SANTA ANA, March 10.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The purchase of a large tract of 
land in the vicinity of Bolsa Chico Bay by 
the San Joaquin Gun Club, under the name 
of the Bolsa Land Company, to be used as a 
game preserve, is announced. The club is 
composed of Los Angeles residents, whose 
former shooting grounds have been on the 
San Joaquin ranch. Count von Schmidt yes- 
terday stated that it was the intention of 
the club to erect a clubhouse immediately at 
a cost of $10,000, and to build from twenty- 
five to thirty cottages. Bight carloads of 
railroad ties are now on the road here, to 
be used as posts in fencing the preserve, 
which consists of 2000 acres; dams will be

Large Shipment ef Silk to New

SAN DIEGO, March *°—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] The Santa Fé wharf, where 
the steamer Carlisle City is discharging 
her cargo of oriental freight, is the busiest 
place in San Diego this week. Any person 
can observe the immense difference be- 
tween the confusion apparent when the Bel- 
gian King began to discharge and the per- 
fect system that seems to prevail now. It 
is all the result of a few lessons in the 
school of experience. A lot of silks, which 
was the most valuable portion of the cargo, 
and was estimated to he worth — $125,000, 
Was taken out of the steamer yesterday 
and dispatched for New York by fast 
freight. 

General Manager Nevin of the Santa Fé- 
Pacific Railroad, expressed himself as grat- 
ified with the increase in oriental importa- 
tions. “What we want,”’ he said, ‘‘is San 
Diego, Los Angeles. and eastern business, 
and I believe we are going to get it. The 
San Francisco freight does not benefit our 
railroad company much. if the business 
continues to grow we will certainly widen 
the wharf or put an extension several hun- 
dred feet long on the deep-water side. The 
Soledad grade is another matter which 
bothers us.
